Zelko, the former assistant 
coach, was named to the head 
coach job shortly after the an¬ 
nouncement, leaving the as 
sistant coach's posiUon open. 

'We do have somebody in 
mind, but I’m not going to say 
who at the moment," said 
Becker. 

As for the team's reacUon to 
the decision to dump Murphy, 
the popular former assistant 
coach who was logging in Em- 
other fantastic season for the 
team, Becker said the news 
was received well.

Town institutes late 
payment fee 


Board uncertain on tax decision

Town residents who don’t 
pay their utility bill on time will 
now be paying more. 

At their last meeting, town 
council voted to implement a 
late payment penalty on the 
utility bill, mailed hi monthly 
for water, sewer and garbage 
service in Didsbury. 

A penalty of 1.5 percent will 
be added to all bills over 30 
days overdue. 

Council also agreed to a 
policy which allows town staff 


to disconnect water service at 
homes where the hill is more 
than 60 days overdue after they 
have- been given 10 days writ 
ten notice of the intent . A $25 
reconnection fee will be charged 
aft er a disconnect ion has been 
made and the outstanding bill 
paid. 

And for landlords who rent 
out residential space and the 
occupant is responsible for the 
utility bill, town administrator 
Evan Parliament said the town 
office recognizes the difficulty 
and will ensure the landown 
ers are also notified of overdue 
bills.

A recent court ruling which 
states all school boards should 
be allowed the right to local 
taxation, has left Chinook’s 
Edge School Board wondering 
how to take the decision. 

Susan Denischuk, board 
chair, said they are unsure 
what the ruling means to the 1 
division and whether they 
would consider returning to 
local taxiition. 

Lastyear, as part of the plan 
to equalize; funding for educa 
tion across the- province, the 
right to tax local ratepayers 
within school jurisdieations 
was taken away from public- 
school boards. The province 
levied a mill rate- province wide 


for education and then dis¬ 
pensed the funds raised to 
sc hool hoards. Catholic school 
jurisdieations were allowed to 
continue to tax lex-ally. 

As a result, public school 
boards who also wanted the 
right to continue- to tax lex-ally 
launched a law suit against 
the- province demanding c-qual 
ity for both school boards. The 
dex-ision, handed down from 
Court of Queen's Bench last 
week, ruled the provincial gov 
c-mment had discriminated 
against public; sehexil support 
ers. 

The ruling give's all sehexil 
Jurisdic tions the right to opt 
out oftheAllx'rtaSehex)! Foun 
dation Fund, which collects the 
tax money across the* province. 

Denischuk said Chinexik's

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Management board eyes expansion

The local operating board of seniors' housing 
in Mountain View is planning expansion. 

The Mountain View Management Board, 
which operates seniors' lodges in Carstairs, 
Olds and Sundre, has okayed a plan to add 18 
units to the Chinook Winds Lodge in Carstairs 
this spring and is seriously considering building 
a facility in Didsbury. 

Willard Swalm, Didsbury town council's rep¬ 
resentative to the board, said they have man 
aged to turn a sizeable deficit into a nice reserve 
over the past two years and are now looking at 
methods to deal with the 140 person waiting list 


for seniors' housing. 

"There are also m;iny people I have talked to 
who would like to have a place in Didsbury as 
well," Swalm said. 

The expansion in Carstairs will be built on two 
lots purchased from the government west of the 
existing lodge. Originally, the lodge was ex¬ 
pected to house 45 residents but was downsized 
at construction time. 

"As a result, it is not run as effectively because 
it has all the facilities and not as many resi¬ 
dents,” Swalm said. 

Swalm said the management board has asked 
him to investigate the possibility of building a 
lodge in Didsbury. He said they hope to be able 
to make a decision on construction by the spring.

What’s equal?

Is the recent court ruling which finds that the provin 
cial government discriminated against public school 
boards something to celebrate? Yes and no. 

It is silly for a democratic government to expect 
anyone to live with different rules. The province’s 
decision to allow Catholic school boards the right to tax 
locally while taking it away from public school boards 
only fuelled a fundamental response from those consid¬ 
ered “have not". What is good for one must be allowed 
for the other. Any good parent can tell you that. 

But the tragedy of the situation is that the ruling now 
allows public school boards the right to opt out of the 
province equalized funding strategy which was sup¬ 
posed to balance out the money available for education 
between high tax and low tax jurisdictions. In a prov 
ince where all students are supposedly eligible for the 
same education, many were getting by on bare bones 
because they lived in areas where the tax revenue was 
not high. Others in well funded tax areas were living 
high on the hog with every advantage available because 
of the amount of cash available. You can see the flaw. 

The ideology of the equalized funding meant all 
students were to be eligible for the same amount of the 
funding (based on numbers of students and their 
grade). Have and have not areas would be equal. It is a 
fair proposal. 

But the areas who lost out on cash through the 
project were not happy. Hence the lawsuit. 

Now we are left with ideology in shatters because 
some areas don’t want to share. 

It is now up to the province to come up with a different 
tack. It is time for them to put the foot down and ensure 
students everywhere are receiving the proper educa¬ 
tion. If one department is going to make the rules all 
schools in this province must follow, then it should also 
ensure they all play on a level ground. Other wise, what 
is the point of having a public education system? 

In fact, what the government should really do is loose 
the Catholic and other "private" school systems from 
the tax books. It is a similar issue to public versus 
private health care. The more money we take away from 
the public system and allow to flow into a system which 
limits the number and “type” of children in their 
classrooms, the less the public system has to work with. 

Let’s make the rules easy for everyone then no one 
can feel left out.

Alberta Community Health 
Nurses Society (ACHNS) is 
concerned that, with the re¬ 
structuring of the Alberta 
health system, not enough at¬ 
tention is paid to health pro¬ 
motion and injury/illness pre¬ 
vention. It is recognized that 
there are many factors which 
influence health. Aeeording to 
leaders in public health, the 
health care system contrib¬ 
utes only 25 percent to the 
total health of Albertans. Stud¬ 
ies have shown that increased 
spending and advances in tech¬ 
nology for medical treatment 
in the last 20 years have not 
made a significant difference 
to the health status of indi¬ 
viduals. 

Are we missing the bigger 
picture of what makes us 
healthy? We do need a good 
medical system based on the 
five principles of the Canada 
Health Act, but we also need to 
pay attention to the social, 
physical and economic envi 
ronments that have a much 
greater impact on our overall 
health. Factors that iniluence 
health are: family and com¬ 
munity supports, employ¬ 
ment, housing, adequate nu¬ 


trition, physical activity, edu¬ 
cation, care of infants and 
children, non-violent and safe 
communities. More research 
suggests that addressing 
these determinants of health 
with a focus on health promo¬ 
tion, protection and injury/ 
illness prevention will help 
make us a healthier popula 
tion. Where is the health 
money in your region being 
spent? 

ACI INS represents a group 
of registered nurses whose 
primary interest is in health 
promotion and injury/illness 
prevention. Community 
health nurses have always 


worked closely with individu 
als and families to encourage 
citizen empowerment and de¬ 
cision-making regarding many 
factors that affect their health. 
They also advocate and lobby 
for better conditions in com 
munities that promote health. 

Public and private sectors, 
health professionals and citi¬ 
zens all need to work together 
to make a difference in the 
bigger picture of health for all 
Albertans. Ask your M. L. A. and 
Regional Health Authority 
board if money is being allo¬ 
cated to health promotion and 
injury/illness prevention ini¬ 
tiatives.

This week CrimeStoppers needs your assistance in identi¬ 
fying the person responsible for an arson. 

During the early morning hours of August 20th, a passerby 
noticed a fire at the Cremona Forage Processing Plant located 
on Highway 580, seven kilometres east of Cremona. The fire 
totally destroyed a brand new 25 x 60 metre hay storage 
building, which at the time was full of compressed processed 
hay. Damage to the facility was in excess of $425,000. 
Laboratory examination of some samples taken from the 
scene revealed the presence of a component of gasoline. 

This was the second suspicious fire of a hay processing 
facility in central Alberta in a short time. On June 16th at 2:30 
a.m. the Transfeeder facility at Olds also burned down. 
Estimates of damage from this fire exceed one million dollars.

Desiree Thompson, age 32, 
was found in advanced stages 
of hypothermia when she was 
discovered approximately 4 km 
northwest of Silver Creek 
Ranch 20 hours aft er she wan¬ 
dered away from the ranch. 

Thompson became lost Sat - 
urday morning approximately 
10 a m. RCMP called in the 
Rocky Mountain House civil¬ 
ian search and rescue team 
who managed to locate the 
woman just before 6 a.m. on 
Sunday morning. She was air 
lifted to Calgary by S.T.A.R.S. 
air ambulance where she re¬ 
mains at the General Hospital 
in stable condition.

ALBERTA AGRICULTURE, FOOD AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT

The changes in the grain and oilseed industry 
continue to accelerate. The end of the WGTA freight 
subsidy means even more changes in the near future. 

The canola marketing system is changing in re¬ 
sponse to our evolving system. First, the WCE added 
August to the list of futures contract months for 
canola. This shortened the jump from June to Sep 
tember contracts for our crushing industry. It means 
a smoother old crop/ncw crop transition of canola 
prices. 

Then, with the end of the WGTA freight subsidy, 
freight costs doubled for farmers. This bumped nor 
mal basis for canola about $ 15 per tonne higher. Now 
that we are all getting used to higher freight rates (and 
the larger basis levels), another huge change is com 
ing to the canola futures contract. 

The reason for this impending change is our cur 
rent rail car allocation policies. For futures contracts 
to work properly, the futures must reflect the actual 
cash prices for the product. 'ITie way this relationship 
happens is convergence. Convergence means the cash 
price and futures price approach one another in the 
futures delivery month. Convergence can he ensured 
by the holders of short futures contracts having the 
right to actually deliver canola against the futures 
contract. If the price of cash canola is too low com 
pared to futures, some futures contract holders will 
deliver to fulfill their futures contract which draws the 
cash price up or the futures price down. This does not 
happen easily with the current canola futures con¬ 


tract. Its delivery terms are in a terminal in Vancou 
ver. The problem is farmers can’t get a rail car to 
deliver their canola to Vancouver against futures. 
Grain companies usually can, but sometimes when 
they can’t, future prices and cash canola prices don’t 
converge. The result is the whole industry gets a bad 
reputation. 

If all of this seems confusing it is! The important 
stuff is this: to avoid this problem, the WCE and the 
industry have developed a new canola futures con¬ 
tract for fall of 1996. This may seem a long way off but 
with a low dollar and high canola prices, some farm 
ers may be looking at starting to price some of next 
years crop already. Be aware that basis levels for the 
new contract will be much different from the old 
canola contract. 

Starting with the September 1996 contract, the 
delivery pricing point is an area around Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan. This means freight to Vancouver is 
not an element in basis, so canola basis should be 
smaller on the prairies than what we are all used to. 
My rough calculations point to 1996 new crop basis 
levels in the $10 to $25 per tonne range. 

ITie factors involved in this new basis are elevation 
charges of $10/ 12/tonne, cleaning charges of $3-6/ 
tonne, administrationcharges of a fewdollars and the 
discount or premium at the west coast. If canola is 
being purchased at the coast at a level high enough to 
pay for the freight charges to get it there, there won’t 
be any adjustment to basis in Alberta. If demand is 
strong at the coast and bids are above the futures by 
more than the freight rate, basis levels in Alberta wiil 
narrow. An example Is a trade at the west coast of 


$30/tonne over the current futuresprice. Witha$25/ 
tonne freight rate, there is $5/tonne extra which may 
reduce (narrow) the basis level in Alberta. 

'ITie opposite case would result in a wider basis. An 
export trade at less than the freight rate would create 
a wider basis in Alberta. For example, an export sale 
made at only $ 15 over futures would not be enough to 
cover a $25/tonne freight rate. The $ 10/tonne would 
have to be reflected in the price in Alberta, widening 
the basis. 

With more and more canola crushing being done on 
the prairies, the crushers will be a strong competitor 
to export sales of raw seed. When crushers want raw 
seeds to crush, they will compete against those export 
basis levels to draw the canola to their plants. 

The new futurescontract will, of course, reflect this 
lack of freight to Vancouver and be lower than the 
current contract. The net effect should he more effi¬ 
cient pricing signals, exactly what futures are de¬ 
signed for. This will not mean lower or higher net 
prices to the farmer. It just means one institutional 
factor causing inefficient pricing of Canada’s canola 
crop has been removed. 

Besides basis levels being narrower, the WCE has 
also dropped the June month in favor of May and July 
contract months starting in 1996.

Looking ahead with the BRZ

What plans are in place for 
Didsbury’s downtown area as 
we approach a new millen¬ 
nium? 

The members of the BRZ 
committee held a meeting last 
Tuesday night to track progress 
to date and to solicit solutions 
and ideas in order to fulfil their 
mandate to "enhance and pro¬ 
mote Didsbuiy’s downtown’’ 
area. 

Executives from the BRZ 
board were in attendance 
(Claude Baril, Gene Hart mann, 
Vance van Dam, Cary Hatcher, 
Jim Turner, Judy Newsome 
and Marg Weaver) along with 
Town of Didsbury and 
Mainstreet program repre¬ 
sentatives Evan Parliament 
and David Mohr and guest 
speaker Rick Clark who heads 
up Sylvan Lake's ‘Heart of 
Town’ BRZ group. 

While differences obviously 
exist between Sylvan Lake and 
Didsbury, many similarities 
remain. 

Consumer leakage’ to Red 
Deer from Sylvan Lake which 
is only 11 miles away, echo a 
similar situation existing be¬ 
tween Olds and Didsbury. Both 
groups seek viable means to 
improve their community’s 
downtown core and the forma¬ 
tion of Didsbury's BRZ in 1994 


was one avenue for progress. 

Amalgamation of the efforts 
of the BRZ board and 
Mainstreet was viewed as a 
positive step in streamlining 
group effort. Mainstreet coor¬ 
dinator David Mohr reported it 
was also a practical move in 
that procurement of govern¬ 
ment and private grant and 
donation money appeared typi¬ 
cally easier to secure when an 
active BRZgroup was in opera¬ 
tion. 

Clark explained that Sylvan 
Lake’s BRZ was initially formed 
ten years earlier to secure gov¬ 
ernment grant funds, but as 
those funds dried up, the group 
continued to share a common 
vision they wished to see 
through. Now at a crossroads, 
the Sylvan Lake contingent are 
in the process of either dis¬ 
banding completely or embark¬ 
ing on an annexation plan that 
would see the Sylvan Heart of 
Town BRZ annex a downtown 
residential block earmarked for 
home-based business. 

While he could not produce 
figures to demonstrate fiscal 
betterment, he said business 
owners received a steady 
stream of positive comment on 
the improvement to Sylvan 
Lake’s downtown area, and that 
at least one maj or investor who 
chose to construct a condo¬ 
minium complex was initially 
attracted by both the enhance¬ 
ments and the feeling that 


“something was going on here, 
something positive". 

Clark felt the key to success 
was a unified vision with ”95 
percent of the (BRZ) members 
completely on board" and the 
will and means to carry out the 
goals set by the group. 

Most Didsbury members 
and visitors in attendance at 
the meeting appeared willing 
to get “on board’’ with 
storefront, sidewalk and light-

ing enhancements planned for 
Didsbury, while a few remained 
skeptical. 

George McDonald said he 
agreed with Clark that each 
town should identify their 
strengths and work toward 
improving them but felt that 
employee demeanour and at¬ 
tention to the needs of seniors 
was paramount. 

Chair Claude Baril agreed 
with McDonald's assessment, 


adding that improvements 
to lighting and sidewalks 
would be a boon to all resi¬ 
dents including seniors. Up 
grading and enhancing 
Didsbury's downtown would 
further attract new resi¬ 
dents. 

To date, money collected 
by the BRZ has been utilized 
as seed' to procure avail¬ 
able grant money with

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Hay processor ordered to 
reduce emissions

A kx’al hay processor has 
been ordered to reduce eniis 
sions by Alberta Environmen¬ 
tal Protection. 

Champion Hay Processors 
of Harmattan was given the 
order last week after an inves¬ 
tigation by the department 
showed the processing plant 
was exceeding visible dust 
emissions allowed on its oper¬ 
ating licence. 

Gina Zsombor of Alberta 
Environmental I Yotection said 
Champion was previously or¬ 
dered to reduce emissions at 
its site near the Mobil 
Harmattan plant in November 


1994 after investigators meas¬ 
ured the dust at several sites 
around the plant. A further 
investigation last month 
showed little improvement in 
the amount of dust emitted by 
Champion's two exhaust 
stacks. 

Henry 13raun of Champion 
said the company is working to 
reduce the amount of emis¬ 
sions involved in the compres¬ 
sion process. 

"Our goal is eventually to 
eliminate the emissions alto¬ 
gether," he said. "But it is a 
very expensive process.” 

Braun said the amount of 
emission from the plant has 
not changed in the last three to 
fours years.

Champion has been ordered 
to submit a plan to the envi¬ 
ronment department outlining 
their strategy for reducing 
emissions as well as to moni 
tor equipment and mainte¬ 
nance toensure they are meet¬ 
ing their licence standards.

$6,600 having been outlayed to install street lamps. Sidewalk 
replacement remains a town expense and major beautification 
projects involving additional street lamps and benches will not 
begin until 1996. 

With a few exceptions, the collection rate of BRZ fees has been 
"outstanding” according to Didsbury CAO Evan Parliament. 

Quizzed about handling those reluctant to submit fees, I tick 
Clark responded that as president, he feels responsible to visit 
those who remained unconvinced and "convince them to come on 
board with us." 

Didsbury BRZ chair Claude Baril agreed to make similar visits 
himself, as required and requested. 

"We have c ome a long way," Baril said, concluding that meshing 
visions and dealing with change were always a daunting prospect , 
but that he remained assured in the conviction and discretion of 
Didsbury’s business community in their efforts to both maintain 
and improve the downtown core.

More direction needed 


At the Legislature

It was, to say the least, a 
curious week for politics in 
Alberta, a week to make you 
wonder if Albertans should be 
giving the government a little 
more direction. 

There was Labour Minister 
Stockwell Day, one of Ralph 
Klein’s most right wing ministers, 
being accused of being everything 
but a dirty commie. That’s right. 
Stockwell Day, who shepherded 


into law sweeping changes that 
privatize a range of government 
functions. The accusation came 
from Rob Anders, a Right-to- 
Work lobbyist paid by the National 
Citizens Coalition. 

"Day is a status-quo politician 
who doesn't want to rock the boat. 
The revolution's over." 

Anders was lamenting the 
apparent death of Right To Work 
legislation in this province. The 
anti-union legislation is law in 22 
American states and a number of 
government MLAs would like to 
give it a new home right here. 

An internal report ordered by 
Stockwell Day last year found that 
it wasn't a good idea for this 
province, partly because we don't 
need it. Only P.E.I. has a better 
record of labour peace than 
Alberta. Despite that, Peace River 
MLA Gary Friedel and other 
backbenchers were able to pass a 
motion re-opening the question 
and ordering another 
investigation. 

That investigation was headed 
by former Tory Labor Minister 
Elaine McCoy. Her committee had 
people from labor and business 
and it's findings on the value of 
Right To Work were clear, 
unequivocal and unanimous. They 


found virtually no evidence that it 
provides economic benefits. They 
found it doesn't help 
unemployment and it doesn't help 
productivity. 

"The committee concluded that 
there is no economic justification 
for Right To Work legislation in 
Alberta. We were unanimous in 
that finding." McCoy said 
chambers of commerce and other 
groups all warned that it would 
cause labor problems. 

"This was stacked," replied 
Rob Anders. Anders' conspiracy 
theory was at least entertaining. 
When Peter Pocklington's favorite 
labor lawyer is accused of being a 
dupe of the unions and when 
Alberta's Chambers of Commerce 
are accused of having been co¬ 
opted, you have to wonder if a list 
of Commies in the State 
Department is far behind. 

But Anders believes he still has 
a shot by going back to the Tory 
backbench to continue the 
crusade. And he may yet do that. 

The week also saw chain gangs 
go shuffling off down the road. 
Justice Minister Brian Evans 
launched this turkey, telling every 
camera he could find that Florida 
and Alabama were onto a great 
idea in helping prisoners to 


become good citizens. It isn't the 
first time Evans has launched a 
trial balloon, but this time he had 
support ffom the premier, with 
Ralph musing about when to shoot 
escaping prisoners. 

Privately, even senior 
Conservatives were admitting that 
it's a stupid idea, but publicly, 
there was Gary Mar, cabinet's 
token centrist, checking the 
polling data and quickly 
pronouncing that resurrecting 
chain gangs would be a big step 
forward in rehabilitation. 

Can monster trucks be far 
behind? Of course not, if by 
monster, you mean dangerous or 
life threatening trucks. Police in 
Calgary and Edmonton finally had 
to leak a government 
commissioned consultant's report, 
which says that more than 30 
percent of the trucks on Alberta 
roads are so dangerously defective 
that they shouldn't be on the road. 

Police veterans like Calgary's 
Ken Oglow are suggesting that you 
keep an eye on your rear-view 
mirror. If you see three trucks, he 
said, one will be okay, one needs 
some work and one should be on 
the road. 

Fortunately, Transport 
Minister Steve West was there to 


make sure the private sector was 
not harassed by actual 
enforcement of safety laws. 
Leaked memos to enforcement 
officers said there must be no 
prosecutions, except in "life- 
threatening" situations. 

Oglow notes the Ontario 
government is sending truckers to 
jail for jeopardizing lives on the 
highway. Alberta will give them a 
$25 ticket, when the officers can 
get permission from their 
superiors in West's department. 

Oglow says it's killing people 
and if that doesn't out- weigh 
West's concerns about the evils of 
government interference, Oglow 
points out that the industry is 
calling on the government to 
enforce and toughen the law, to get 
rogue truckers off the road. 

All three situations suggest that

Kletzel welcome addition to Cougars

In 1993, Derek Kletzel was 
named the Atlantic Universi¬ 
ties Athletic Association (Al IAA) 
rookie of the year for his hard 
work on Acadia University’s 
hockey team. 

Wetzel's efforts helped the 
Axemen bring home a Cana¬ 
dian Interuniversity Athletic 
Union (CIAII) title that year. 

So why would the Didsbury 
product leave a championship 
team to go to Regina? 

"It was a bunch of different 
factors," said the 23-year-old 
centre, who now plays for the 
University of Regina Cougars. 
"Going to school in the 
Mari times was such along way 
to travel. And my fiance lives in 
Regina, so that had a lot to do 
with it.” 

But Kletzel didn’t just leave 
the Axemen and play for the 
Cougars right away. League 
regulations stipulate that ath 
letes moving from one CIAU 
school to another must sit out 
one season before they can start 
playing again. So, during the 
1994-95 season, Kletzel at¬ 
tended the University of Regina 
and completed his second year 
of physical activity studies. 

"It felt good at first - not 
playing hockey," recalled 
Kletzel. "But by Christmas time 
I was missing it." 

Many student athletes find 
it hard juggling sports and aca¬ 
demics, but Kletzel enjoys the 
combination. 

"It’s a challenge," said the 
former West ern Hookey League 
player. "Last year, when I 
wasn’t playing hockey, 1 just 
had too much time on my 
hands." 

Cougar head coach Bill 
Liskowich is pleased the 5’9”, 
185-pound forward chose to 
come to Regina. 

"He's quick, he’s smart and 
he sees the ice well," Liskowich 


said. "And off the ice he’s a 
class kid.” 

Kletzel attributes his hookey 
skill to his father, Gilbert. 

"My dad always gave me the 
opportunity to try," said Kletzel, 
whose parents continue to live 
in Didsbury. "He never held me 
back on anything." 

Thus far, Kletzel has con¬ 
tributed greatly to the Cougars 
success, tallying eight points 
in 10 games. 

The 1989 graduate of Dids¬ 
bury I ligh School had to bat tle 
through a knee injury early in 
the season, but he quickly re¬ 
covered. It was originally ex¬ 
pected Kletzel would be out of 
the lineup for four to six weeks, 


perhaps longer. But he was 
playing again in just three 
weeks. 

"Derek’s recovery from the 
injury reflects his determina¬ 
tion," said Liskowich. "He was 
able to overpower his injury to 
a certain degree." 

With the injury behind him, 
Kletzel can concentrate on play¬ 
ing hockey and he likes the 
Cougars’ chances of winning a 
CIAU title this year. 

"It's almost scary how close 
this team is to the champion¬ 
ship team I played on in 
Acadia," said Kletzel, who en¬ 
joys water skiing and playing 
fastball in the off season. "If we 
play the way we can, we can do 


good things." 

And that’s Just what the 
Cougars have been doing. 
Regina’s record after their first 
12 games is 7-2-3, good for a 
first place tie with Alberta and 
Calgary in the Canada West 
University Athletic Association 
(CWUAA). The Cougars have 
the best winning percentage in 
the league (.708) and their 
goal tending and special teams 
have been particularly strong 
this season. 

Cougar netminders Craig 
Lumbard and Todd Hollinger 
have a combined 2.75 goals 
against average and a .930 save 
percentage. Both figures are 
tops in Canada West. And the 


special teams have been just 
that so far this season. The 
Cougars powerplay is 25.4 per 
cent effective (15 for 59), sec 
ond only to Calgary and their 
penalty killing is 83.8 percent 
efficient, good for third in the 
league. 

Put all these strengths to¬ 
gether and you get a university 
team which is ranked third 
overall in the country. 

If the Cougars continue to 
play this well, you can expect 
to see them in Toronto in March, 
doing battle for the CLAl J cham 
pionship.
